Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3, 5-6, 8-9, 
and 11 have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground (s) of rejection. 

Sped fi ca tion 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following 
informalities: in page 9 line 8 of the specification, delete 

typo "number C" and insert number A . Appropriate 

correction is required. 

3. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the 
extent necessary to determine the presence of all possible minor 
errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122 (b) , by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language. 

5. Claims 1-3, 5-6, 8-9, and 11 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by self -disclosed as prior 
art as recited in page 1 line 14 to page 4 line 32 and Figs. 1-3 
of the specification. 

Regarding claims 1, 2, 3, 6, and 9: 

The self -disclosed as prior art as recited in page 1 line 
14 to page 4 line 32 and Figs. 1-3 of the specification reads on 
a method of transmitting image data through a network including 
a router to a plurality of terminals (see Fig. 3, transmitting 
the image data from camera 10 through networks LAN and WAN 
including routers 14-17 to terminals 18-20) said method 
comprising the steps of: adding screening information to the 
image data for each of a plurality of image types (see Fig. 2, 
the UDP header including the source and destination port 
numbers, i.e. screening information, added to image data, MPEG 
data for each of the image types shown in Fig. 3 as the I- 
picture, B-picture, and P-picture types) ; transmitting the image

data of the plurality of image types to the network; receiving 
the image data of the plurality of image types from the network 
by the router (see Fig. 3, router 14 receiving image data of the 
plurality of image types from the LAN) ; selecting, by the 
router, the image data of one of the plurality of image types 
corresponding to a network environment of a transmission path 
based on the screening information; and transmitting the image 
data of the image type selected by the router to one of the 
plurality of terminals through said transmission path (see Fig. 
3 wherein router 14 selecting the image data of an image type, 
I -picture, P-picture, B-picture, based on the screening 
information, e.g. the destination port number shown in Fig. 2, 
and transmitting the image data of the image type to the 
terminals 18, 19, 20) . 
Regarding claims 5, 8, and 11: 

The self -disclosed as prior art reads on wherein said image 
type is one of an I -picture, a P-picture and a B-picture of an 
MPEG (Moving Picture Experts Group) (see Fig. 3 and page 3 line 
3 0 to page 4 line 4) , said packet is an IP (Internet Protocol) 
packet, and said screening information is a destination port 
number included in a UDP (User Datagram Protocol) header of the 
IP packet (see Fig. 2) .

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 
Haskell et al . disclose digital 3D/stereoscopic video 
compression technique utilizing disparity and motion compensated 
predictions. 

Mimura et al . disclose transport protocol conversion method and 
protocol conversion equipment.
